“3.1 The tape shall be made from polypropylene having a melt mass flow rate 
value between 1.5 to 3.0 g/10 min for blown film process and up to 7 g/10 min 
for cast film process when measured at 230°C under a load of 2.16 kgf when 
determined in accordance with IS 13360 (Part 4/Sec 1) : 2000°. The grade of 
polypropylene chosen shall be the one suitable for the manufacture of film by the 
blown film process or cast film process.’
